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I do not conceal oqt regret that the Important diacaeslons of the Pugvash 
onference of nuclear sclentista hare oo fhr taJcen place vitbcut the 
participation of aeientiate from the GDR. It would be highly desirable 
and certainly have a positive effect on the course of your oeritorioua 
endeavors if scientists from the ODE were enabled to be properly represented 
at future discussions, especially in view of the fact that the GOR is 
one of the most important producers of uranithn. 

"Permit me to conclude by expressing the wish that your efforts for the 
strengthening of world peace and the elimination of the danger of atomic 
war may oomtinue to be sueeessfhl. Assuring you of my readiness to support

"The letter clearly' shows that the association of German Industrialists 
fears a relaxation of the situation and seeks to prevent by all possible 
means an intensification of the people's fight against atomic armament. 
The association of Gorman industrialists welcomes the growing inter** 
national tension and expresses its readiness to do everything to contri- 
bute to an intensificatim of the existing conflicts* 

"One day after our meeting in Moscow, for example, Bonn Minister Seebohm 
declared at the Sudeten German congress of 1956 in Stuttgart: 'Do we not 

see how rabies advances toward us from the East, even in the esse of 
anlDSls? We ought to recognize these signs but we put our beads in the 
sand and the foedinf bowl and do not see the danger.' He abused the 
Czechoslovak population by calling them criminals. 
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"In Kassel on the esse dny, the Schleswig-Holstein Preoler, Von Hassel, 
declared that there were enough young people In Vest Gersany who are 
prepared to regain possession of the foriner Get^san east.
